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War Notes 
London, Aug. 5.—The Russia cor- 
respondent of the Times says that the 


first effects of the war are beginning 
to be felt on the Russiaa credit at 
home, which is already considerably 
shakey. Many important orders for 
military stores are not being paid for 
jn ready money, but by bills payabie 
iwo sears from daie. Moreover, al- 
though the amount of paper money 
jssued is stated officially to he noi 
more than £12,000,000, it is believed 
the sum is three or four times Is.rzer. 
The Russian credit both at home and 
abroad is bad and depends entirely on. 
the presence of large gold receipts and 
the vovernment is sparing no effort 
to ship gold into the country. The 
moment it begins to flow out the na- 
tional credit will collapse. It is al- 
ready declared doubtful if the Im- 
perial bank will discount the bills on 
the Nishin: Novgorod this year, as it 
has always done. Everything in the 
business world is now very uncertain, 
and the bank wishes to run no risks. 

Chefoo, Aug. 5.—S, A. Serebrinik, 
who was a passenger on ¢he British 
sieamer Hipsang, whieh was sunk by 
a Ressian torpedo boat in Pigeon Bay 
July 16, and who was among the re- 
fuzees who arrived here yesterday on 
the German steamer Sulbery, was in- 
gerviewed today. . According to bis 
version, the fighting before Port 
Arthur from July 26 to 28 inclusive, 
svas directed’ against the last of the 
outer defences, namely Wolf's, Green 
and Christ Bilis, situated north and 
east of the city. The Japanese cap- 
tured Wolf’sand Green hills but had 
yet to teke Christ’s hill, which was 
ihe only outpost held by the Rus- 
sians when Mr, Serebrinik left Port 
Arthur. A Port Arthur newspaper 
estimated the Russian loss at 200 
kilied and 809 wounded, the Japanese 
Joss at 17,000 killed and wounded. It 
was also estimated that the Japanese 
fired 125,000 rounds of shrapnel. The 
ground was covered with broken 
shells. The Japanese attacking force 
was estimated at 180,000 men, On the 
might of July 28 a truce was declared 
for the purpese of burying the dead, 
which strewed t&e hills. 

The Russian fleet emerged from 
the harbor July 26 and engaged Ad- 
miral Toge, who withdrew saiely be- 
yond bis mines, A Japanese guaboat 
struck a mine and was damaged, but 
not sufficiently to sink her. She 
was towed away. The Russian war- 
ships then retired, one sqvadron go- 
inz to the inner basin, the other be- 
hind the Tiger’s Tail. None of them 
were injured. 

The main force of the Russian army 
defending Port Arthur is now inside 
tbe numerous permanent forts which 
constitute the fortress. They have 
2,000 guns eweSping the plain over 
gehich the Japanese must cross. An 
assault is expested August 15, There 
svas 2a genera! confidence prevailing 
that the fortress is invulnerable, al- 
tnough the courage of fhe Japanese 
js descrived as reckless to an extreme.

Mr. Serebrinik says he saw General 
Stoessel when leaving Port Arthur 
and that he had not been wounded 
as reported, but his dog had lost a 
leg. Illustrating Gen. Stoessel’s dis- 
cipline, the story is told that on dis- 
covering some officers at a cham- 
pegne dinner, he personally orderea 
the guests under three days’ arrest 
and confiscated the viands. Mr. Sere- 
brinik, who is a Russian, heid cos- 
tracts to supply artillery, but he was 
suspected of being a spy and was 
confineil separately. His information 
regarding conditions at Port Arthur 
was derived chiefly from a newspaper 
which was allowed him. The accounts 
of the Chinese differ from that of | 
Mr. Serebrinik. They say that the 
Japanese were only two miles from 
the fortress when they left. Mail, in- 


cludiag newspapers, was still arriving 
at Port Arthur. 

The Hipsang was officered by Eag- 
lishmen, as follows: Captain Bradley, 
engineers, Collier, Watson and Bishcp, 
and mates, Smith and Cartwright. 
They are now at Chefoo. They were 
marched into Port Arthur, some in 
pyjamas aud some in even less. They
